"It  is  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  in  Fort  Lauderdale  .  .  . 
Students  and  faculty  are  vacating  the  campus  after  a  day 
that  began  ten  hours  ago.  The  near-empty  parking  lots  give 
evidence  that  only  a  few  of  the  students  are  still  working  on 
laboratory  and  class  assignments.  It  will  be  an  hour  before 
the  traffic  reverses  and  hundreds  converge  on  the  campus  for 
evening  classes.    In  one  sense,  'The  day  is  done.' 

At  the  administration  building,  however,  one  of  the  most 
important  events  of  the  day  is  taking  place.

For  this  is  a  regular  meeting 
of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Junior  College  of  Broward 
County."
